Killer of devoted 
dad is jailed

A ‘violent man’ with a string of past 
convictions for inflicting significant 
harm to others has been jailed for the 
manslaughter of a peacemaker dad. 

Daniel Tero, 22, of Kingsthorpe 
Hollow, was sentenced to four years 
and 10 months on Monday at 
Northampton Crown Court for killing 
61-year-old George Wedderburn. 

He was also ordered to serve three 
years and eight months on licence once 
released from prison. 

Mr Wedderburn, of Byfield Road, St 
lames, was walking through Abington 
Square in Northampton town centre 
with his son during the early hours of 
Sunday, August 17 when he saw a fight 
between Tero and another man. 

He then tried to break up the fight but 
despite Mr Wedderburn stepping in to 
defuse the situation Tero punched him, 
leaving him with significant head 
injuries. 

The dad-of-two later died at 
Northampton General Hospital on 
Saturday, August 23. 

Detective Chief Inspector Stephen 
Woliter, of Northamptonshire Police, 
said: “George Wedderburn was acting 
as a good Samaritan when he crossed 
the road to assist a member of the 
public who was being assaulted. 

“Unfortunately he was then assaulted 
by the aggressor, Daniel Tero, who 
punched him once to the head, knock¬ 
ing him to the floor. It was the impact of 


his fall that led to his death almost a 
week later. 

“This has been a huge loss for Mr 
Wedderburn’s family and friends who 
remember him as a kind and caring 
man. 

“Daniel Tero by contrast is a violent, 
confrontational and aggressive man 
with past convictions for inflicting 
unprovoked significant harm to others. 

“This type of one-punch assault is 
unfortunately prevalent in towns 
and cities across the UK and, 
this case, has had disas¬ 
trous consequences 
Mr Wedderburn and 
his family.

You can have free 
speech but take 
care what you say 

Theresa May’s plans to cleanse Britain 
of extremist propaganda made a lot of 
headlines at the Tory conference in 
Birmingham this week. 

The former Conservative shadow 
Home Secretary David Davies was flab- 
berghasted by it and saw it as an attack 
on free speech. 

The stated aim is to eradicate the 
polemic that recruits people not just for 
Jihad but for any extreme cause. 

And the triggers for intervention will 
be language that incites hatred, under¬ 
mines democracy or harasses people 
and causes them to fear violence. 

There are already laws which cover 
some of this ground and this will extend 
those powers to cover behaviour which 
although offensive, is currently legal. 

The penalties will be administered by 
the Home Office where there is a rea¬ 
sonable belief that one of the conditions 
has been contravened. They include 
banning organisations and stopping 
individuals using social media. 

This is being done, alongside a 
ramping up of the state’s power to 
investigate terrorism and seize 
passports if it doesn’t like the rea-

H&P Editor Steve Scoles sits in with 
Inspiration FM lunchtime DJ and 
resident Northern Soul expert Paddy 
Grady to see a show go out... 



Watching Paddy Grady crafting the 
lunchtime show out of thin air at 
Inspiration FM is like watching a 
peculiar hypnotic dance perfor¬ 
mance. 

His hand flicks out to hit a button 
that cues a jingle, then he’s sliding a 
volume control up and down to 
allow him to speak over a bit of 
background music, then he’s on a 
keyboard adjusting the notes he has 
emailed himself to help him 
through the show. 

Now he’s got hold of his computer 
mouse and is dragging songs on to 
his Virtual DJ desktop to get them 
ready for airing. 

It’s entirely appropriate that Paddy 
dances his way through his pro¬ 
gramme, albeit with his backside 
firmly planted on his seat - he is a 
lover of Northern Soul. 

It was his passion for it that saw 
him setting up one of the very earli¬ 
est internet radio stations. 

“I used to just play rare recordings 
from America . I never expected it to 
be that popular but it took off and 


my site kept crashing because it was 
overloaded with traffic. 

“It was getting to the stage where I 
was having to pay 300 quid a time 
just to stay on air.” 

It was enough for Paddy to get bit¬ 
ten by the radio bug, however, and 
years later - with slots on Radio 
Northamptonshire under his belt - 
he is now a firm fixture at lunch¬ 
times on Inspiration FM. 

A screen by his side displays the 
messages Paddy is getting on 
Twitter during his show. 

People are commenting on his 
programme, praising his choice of 
music and making their own 
requests. 

Most of the Tweets are addressed 
affectionately to ‘Padz’. 

Inspiration’s listeners have clearly 
taken him to heart. 

There is a mutual bond. Paddy 
knows where the Tweets are coming 
from and why. 

“It’s that time of day for the shoe 
factories. They sit with the radio on 
and send in their requests. 

“People listen from all over. I have 
had a message from someone who 
was listening on their laptop at 
work in London.” 

He takes particular satisfaction if 
he can track down records listeners 
want to hear, even if they are less 
well known tracks. 

It must be that liking for a rare 
groove that is so common among 
Northern Soul afficionados. 

While I am watching him at work, 
Paddy’s delight at finding a particu¬ 
lar Ska track someone asked for is 


unmistakeable. He explained to me: 
“I like it if I can find just what they 
are looking for, especially if they 
don’t think I can...” 

As he was speaking he was cueing 
up Nite Club by The Specials. 

Most of Paddy’s show is speech. 

He indulges himself and his listen¬ 
ers with just one special soul track 
and one Northern Soul number 
every day, plus a selection of 
requests. 

The day I am sitting in he is inter¬ 
viewing Gareth Wilshire, the 
Cobblers’ press officer, about the 
forthcoming game at the weekend. 

Almost as important, however, is a 
rumour about a curious pricing pol¬ 


icy at the Sixfields pie stand which 
has tickled Paddy. 

“Apparently there is a meal deal 
for a pie and drink but if you buy 
the drink and pie separately they 
cost less than the price of the meal 
deal. I’m going to ask him about 
that,” Paddy says with a twinkle in 
his eye. 

Inspiration FM broadcasts on the 
internet and on 107.8 FM in 
Northampton. It started as a pirate 
station for the Afro-Caribbean com¬ 
munity in the 1990s but now reach¬ 
es out to all communities in 
Northampton.

School to open at 
police HQ in 2016

A new free school will replace 
the Northants Police head¬ 
quarters at Wootton Hall. 

The green light for the open¬ 
ing of Wootton Park School 
was given on Tuesday by the 
Department for Education. 

It will open in 2016 and will 
provide space for around 
1,400 pupils aged four to 18 
years old with a focus on 
‘citizenship, community and 
service’. 

Andrew Sortwell, chairman 
of the Northampton Free 
School Trust, said: “I am 


delighted that the DfE has 
approved the opening of a 
new ah through free school. 

“The school will be unique, 
promoting high academic 
achievement from four to 18. 

“It will offer something very 
different in terms of its inter¬ 
nationally focussed curricu¬ 
lum and enrichment empha¬ 
ses. As a result it will increase 
choice and diversity locally.” 

The school will also offer 
crime science as a specialism 
and will work closely with 
local services including 
police and fire. 

The initial concept for the 
school took inspiration from 


the police and crime plan of 
Adam Simmonds, the 
Northamptonshire Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

Mr Simmonds said: “We 
welcome the further progress 
to establish a school that will 
promote police and citizen¬ 
ship values. 

“No firm decisions have yet 
been made about the future 
of the current EIQ on the 
substantial site that makes 
up Wootton Hah park and, 
over the next few months, 
feasibility studies will 
continue with regard to the 
future of headquarters and 
the whole police estate.”

Sekhemka sale 
bites back again

The Museums’ 

Association (MA) has 
barred Northampton 
Borough Council from 
its membership for five 
years for selling the 
Sekhemka statue. 

The decision was made 
yesterday in a meeting by 
the MA’s disciplinary 
committee after it found 
the authority guilty of 
misconduct. 

It comes in the wake of 
the council pulling out of 
the membership last 
week. 

It makes Northampton 
Borough Council the 
fourth organisation that 
has been barred from 


membership in the MA’s 
125-year history. 

This comes just two 
months after it was 
announced Northamp¬ 
ton Museum had lost its 
Arts Council England 
accreditation. 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough 
Council said: “It is curi¬ 
ous that the Museums’ 
Association is choosing 
to review our member¬ 
ship when we have 
already notified them 
that we have resigned 
from the Association and 
have no desire to ever 
re-join. Having reviewed 
the value of membership 
we could not see what 
benefit it offered to our 
museums. 


“We are focusing on the 
future and our exciting 
plans to invest in improv¬ 
ing both museums 
including the huge 
expansion of the 
Northampton Museum 
and Art Gallery rather 
than the odd bureaucra¬ 
cy of an organisation we 
no longer belong to.” 

The 4,500-year-old 
sculpture was sold in fuly 
at London’s Christie’s 
auction house for £15.8m. 

The council retained 
£8m, while the rest went 
to Lord Northampton. 

The money that went to 
the council is being 
invested into the major 
extension of 

Northampton Museum 
and Art Gallery. 


Warning to pet owners about e-cigs 


Pet owners are being 
warned about the dangers of 
e-cigarettes as the number 
of dogs being taken to vets 
with poisoning increases. 

A 300 per cent rise in 
pooches swallowing 
e-cigarettes in the last 12 
months has been recorded 
by the Veterinary Poisons 
Information Service, while 
Northampton-based White 
Cross Vets has noticed a 
‘significant rise’ in the 
number of pets that it has 
had to treat. 

Elton, an eight-month-old 
Zuchon puppy was one of 
the unlucky pets recently to 
swallow an e-cigarette 
capsule that was accidental¬ 
ly dropped on the floor. 

He was rushed to the vets 
by his panic-stricken owner 



Emma Ronnay. Ms Ronnay, 
of Redcar, Cleveland, said: “I 
was at work when my 
house-mate rang to tell me 
what had happened. The 
nicotine capsule fell out of 
his hand and before he could 
pick it up Elton had grabbed 
it. 

“He instantly washed 
Elton’s mouth out with water 


and I took him to the vets.” 

Elton was treated by vet 
Andrew Millar, who said: 
“Elton was lucky because he 
received treatment straight 
away and we knew exactly 
what had happened. 

“We gave him some 
medication to counter the 
effects of the poison and a 
charcoal treatment to line 
his stomach and he has 
made a full recovery. 

“When nicotine is ingested 
there is a very rapid-onset of 
clinical signs, generally 
within 15 minutes to an 
hour, so if a dog is home 
alone and something like 
this happens the risks are 
far greater.”

Shopping centre 
plans £4m facelift

A shopping centre in Northampton has 
unveiled plans for a major refurbishment. 

Weston Favell Shopping Centre submitted 
plans to Northampton Borough Council on 
Friday to receive a huge £4 million facelift in a 
nine month project which would begin in 
January next year. 

The works would include a re-brand of the 
facility, new entrances and exits, a new 
feature square on the lower mall, improved 
signage and decoration works to the external 
facade and pedestrian walkways. 

It would be set to be completed in autumn 
next year and aims to ‘deliver a modern, clean 
and vibrant community environment for 
shopping, leisure and socialising’. 

Centre manager, Kevin Legg, said: “I am 
extremely excited to announce these 
plans. 

“I think Weston Favell has been at 
the heart of the community for 40 
years now and to see an invest¬ 
ment like this come in out of the 
blue from the owners (Redefine) is 
fantastic. 

“We have seen some down times 
here at WFC - we went into receiver¬ 
ship about 24 months ago. But 
Redefine got on board in December, they 
have done a lot of work, looking at the centre, 
seeing how it can be enhanced to bring a 
better shopping experience to the 
Northampton public and that is what we are 
doing now.” 



Mr Legg also told the Northants Herald & 
Post that new shops would move into the 
centre as part of the scheme. 

“There will be three or four new stores intro¬ 
duced into the scheme to add to the excellent 
tenant scheme we have already got. 

“Throughout the refurbishment we will 
be temporarily relocating existing 
tenants around the centre while the 
works are carried out so they can 
have continuation of trade. 

“There won’t be any stores clos¬ 
ing or leaving as a result of these 
plans, they will all be staying. 
“Another bit of good news is that 
we have already got someone lined 
up to replace Store Twenty One which 
closed recently - but we can’t announce 

who it is just yet. 

“They say life begins at 40, and for the centre 
that is actually true!”

Leave until melted 
and smooth. 

3. Remove from the 
heat. Add the sugar 
and stir until well 
incorporated. Add the 
flour and stir until 
well incorporated.

A documentary following 
the life of a well known 
market trader has had more 
than 1,000 hits.

“The market is getting 
smaller and smaller each 
year and nobody can seem to 
stop the rot. Trade is drop¬ 
ping like flies and there is 
nothing to sell anymore. All 
the markets all over the 
country are dying.” 

Talking about his love 
for the town, he 
added: “I never want 
to live anywhere else 
but in Northampton. 
I was born here and I 
will probably die 
here.”

Replace Greyfriars with... a bus station 


People in 

Northampton want 
to see transport 
facilities replace the 
Greyfriars Bus 
Station, results from 
a public consultation 
has revealed. 

The demolition of 
the old Greyfriars 
bus station is now 
underway and when 
this is complete, it 
will leave a four acre 
site for development 
in the town centre. 

Last month, the 
borough council car¬ 
ried out a consulta¬ 
tion asking for peo¬ 
ple’s views on what 
they wanted to see 
built on the large site. 

The total number of 
ideas was 307 and 
106 of those were 
people said they 
wanted the site to be 
used for public trans- 
port facilities, 
including buses, 
coaches and taxis. 

The next most pop¬ 


ular idea was for the 
site to be used for 
retail including a 
major department 
store, designer stores, 
a shopping arcade, 
covered market or a 
showcase for local 
shoe manufacturers. 

The third most pop¬ 
ular idea, with a total 
of 32, was for the site 
to be used for leisure 
or sport. Ideas in this 
category included a 
cinema, ten pin 
bowling alley, 
Olympic sized swim¬ 
ming pool, ice rink 
and velodrome. 

A total of 25 ideas 
were for cafes or res¬ 
taurants to be built, 
including a plaza 
style food court. 

Other more quirky 
ideas included turn¬ 
ing the site into Vegas 
style hotels, a display 
of the Thunderbird 
puppets made by 
Gerry Anderson, a 
Korean village and a 


site for ‘adult enter¬ 
tainment’. 

All of these views 
will now be reported 
back to the borough 
council cabinet on 
October 10 and will 
be taken into consid¬ 
eration as proposals 
to regenerate the 
area. 

Cllr Tim Hadland, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for regener¬ 
ation, enterprise and 
planning said: “With 
an almost blank slate 
to start from I am 
pleased to see that 
people have come 
forward with a lot of 
exciting ideas. With 
so much potential for 
this prime site we 
will carefully look at 
each idea before 
deciding how we can 
redevelop the area to 
not only improve the 
town centre but all of 
Northampton as a 
place to shop, visit 
and live.”

Thomas Becket’s 
trial to be marked

Churches across the town 
will commemorate the 850th 
anniversary of the trial of 
Thomas Becket at 
Northampton Castle in 1164 
with a series of events and 
services. 

Thomas Becket (1118-1170) 
was made Lord Chancellor 
and then Archbishop of 
Canterbury by Henry II. 

The king’s patronage turned 
sour when Becket proved too 


determined in resisting the 
king’s control over the church. 

In October 1164 the king and 
his cohorts attended a Great 
Council at Northampton 
Castle, at which the king 
threw charge after charge at 
his former friend. 

Finally the charge of treason 
was made, but before 
sentence could be 
pronounced Becket fled and 
made his escape to France 
where he remained for seven 
years. 

His return in 1170 led to his 


murder and subsequent 
recognition as a venerated 
saint and martyr. 

The events commemorating 
the anniversary will take 
place at All Saints Church, 
Northampton Cathedral and 
the Church of Holy Sepulchre. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, 
leader of the borough council, 
said: “Thomas Becket is a fig¬ 
ure of great importance to 
English history. 

“These events and services 
offer us the opportunity to 
honour him.”

After an up and down September 
Chris Wilder wants his Northampton 
Town side to put together a consist¬ 
ent run of results ahead of Saturday’s 
trip to Wycombe Wanderers. 

The Cobblers sit fifth in the League 
Two table but have experienced 
mixed fortunes in recent weeks, with 
three victories punctuated by defeats 
against Newport and Accrington. 

It’s a run that has left Wilder frus¬ 
trated, but the Town manager 
refused to use the current injury 
problems at Sixfields as an excuse for 
the inconsistency. 

“I don’t like that sequence, we’d like 
to stick a streak together and hope¬ 
fully we will do when we get a few 
players back,” he said. “But there’s no 
reason why with the group we’ve got 
we can’t go on a run. 

“That’s what’s infuriating, we’ve 
taken nine points from the month, if 
you nick a draw against Newport or 
Accrington that’s ten points and pro¬ 
motion form, two points a game. 

“We’re not a million miles off and 
the stats show if you win 23 games 
and lose 23 you’ll be in and around it, 
but we don’t want that, we want to 
show consistency and stick runs 
together. 

“It’s been difficult over the first two 
months as we’ve not had the conti¬ 
nuity and maybe people will say 


that’s why we’ve been a touch incon¬ 
sistent but we’ve got good enough 
players to get us in this position.” 

The Cobblers’ injury problems have 
been well documented, with top 
scorer Marc Richards and Danny 
Alfei bringing the number of players 
unavailable for last Saturday’s trip to 
Morecambe up to nine. 

However, Ivan Toney came into the 


starting line-up in Richards’ place 
and went on to score the only goal of 
the game, and Wilder said he was 
delighted with the impact of the 
teenage striker and fellow youngster 
Lawson D’Ath. 

“It’s important we’ve got players at 
the top and all over the pitch that are 
good players,” he said. “Ivan’s played 
with Marc and played with Lawson 


now and I thought the two 
young boys did great at the 
top of the pitch. 

“Look at that, we’ve got an 
18 and 21-year-old leading the 
line which is really good news 
for us, like we had with John 
[Marquis] and Ivan at the 
back end of last season. 

“It’s good and we’ve got 
Emile [Sinclair] and Marc 
Richards to come back in as 
well so it’s important that 
when we have these periods 
that we still manage to get 
results.” 

The clash with Wycombe on 
Saturday is the first between 
the sides since Good Friday 
when the then relegation 
rivals clashed in a League 
Two basement battle at 
Adams Park. 

The two sides drew a tense 
encounter 1-1 and Wycombe 
went on to join the Cobblers 
in avoiding the drop to the 
Conference on the final day of 
the season. 

Six months on and both 
clubs sit at the opposite end of 
the table with the Chairboys 
second, having lost just one of their 
opening ten games in large part 
thanks to one of the best defensive 
records in the Football League. 

Wilder, whose men are top scorers 
in League Two, praised the start 
made by Gareth Ainsworth’s side, 
and pinpointed two new signings as 
the key to their turnaround. 


“Both teams survived and you look 
forward to the next campaign,” he 
said. “We’ve both wiped the slate 
clean, moved on and are both having 
decent starts. 

“They’ve had a really good start, but 
that’s all it is, they’ll be wanting to 
continue it but so will we. They mir¬ 
ror the manger and his approach and 
they’ve signed a couple of players in 
key areas. 

“Peter Murphy has been a coveted 
player in the league so for him to go 
from Accrington to Wycombe was a 
big coup for Gareth and at the top of 
the pitch they’ve brought in Paul 
Hayes as well, who is an excellent 
player.” 

Wilder predicted that it is going to 
be tough at the top of League Two, 
with plenty of sides in contention. 

“We’ve seen in individual games 
with ourselves we’ve been outstand¬ 
ing on occasions and not so on oth¬ 
ers, on the day any team can turn 
anyone else over,” he said. 

“I think it’s going to be a tight com¬ 
petition, I don’t think anybody is 
going to run away with it, we see 
Burton have started off outstanding¬ 
ly well and there’s a couple who have 
shocked a few and some big clubs 
who are in and around it. 

“We can be happy with our start, 
but we have to make sure we don’t sit 
back and we kick on as it’s another 
big month for us. 

“Hopefully Saturday will give us a 
lot of confidence and encouragement 
that we can grind out a defensive 
performance.” 


Sunshine in Morecambe after the Accrington debacle

Cobblers’ 1-0 away win over Morecambe 
brought sunshine for fans after the dark 5-4 
Accrington defeat. 

Morecambe weren’t wise in playing a long- 
ball game against Northampton’s towering 
centre-backs Ryan Cresswell and Lee Collins. 

Indeed, whilst Accrington’s ball-to-feet coun¬ 
ter-attacking exposed ponderous Cobblers 
footwork, the Shrimps’ long-haul approach 
rarely threatened the Northampton net. 

The question of whether Cobblers are over- 
reliant on top scorer Marc Richards was 
answered when the eight-goal player was ruled 
out with a hamstring strain. Teenager Ivan 
Toney got the nod to lead the line with attack¬ 
ing midfielder Lawson D’Ath providing sup¬ 
port. 

Northampton had worked hard on defensive 
shape, according to boss Chris Wilder, and Ben 
Tozer’s inclusion at right back added further 
height to Cobblers’ lofty rearguard. 

This provided the basis for attacking confi¬ 
dence as both Toney and Leicester loanee Ryan 
Watson tested Shrimps keeper Barry Roche 
within two minutes of the start. 

Cobblers could have taken the lead after 27 


minutes when the Chris 
Hackett-Kaid Mohamed con¬ 
nection combined from a cor¬ 
ner with the flying Mohamed 
firing his volley at Roche and 
behind. 

Yet, Northampton weren’t to 
be denied and broke the dead¬ 
lock six minutes later through a 
header from Toney. Eastfield’s 
own Michael Jordan achieved 
impressive hang time in loop¬ 
ing the ball over the static 
Roche after a long ball up-field 
had only been half-cleared by 
the Shrimps. 

For someone hitting the net 
regularly (three goals in a 
week), Toney is perhaps more 
capable in the air than on the 
deck, which is unusual with 
modern coaching encouraging 
grass-skimming short passing. 

Cobblers fans tucked into 
award winning Morecambe pies at half time, 
their bellies replete with pastry and hearts 
with confidence after a solid showing. 

Things were to improve further in the second 
45 as Toney sent another powerful header goal- 
wards within a minute of the restart, with the 
Shrimps’ stopper tipping over. 

Northampton’s midfield dominated while 
Morecambe persisted with futile high balls 
towards five foot six forward Jack Redshaw. 

Meanwhile, key threat Kevin Ellison looked 


fatigued and was well marshalled by ex-Shrimp 
Ryan Cresswell, the Cobblers’ defender no 
doubt delighted at an afternoon free of 
Stanley’s rapid John O’Sullivan. 

With a one-nil lead, Cobblers remained vul¬ 
nerable and could have conceded an equaliser 
when Paul Mullin surged into the Northampton 
box before screwing a shot past Jordan Archer’s 
right-hand post. 

Game management in mind, Wilder with¬ 
drew D’Ath on 70 minutes, bringing on John- 


Joe O’Toole. The Cobblers boss 
will have a chapter in his autobi¬ 
ography called “We need to talk 
about John-Joe” with the much 
heralded signing struggling to 
hold down a starting 11 berth. 

O’Toole has the talent, so his 
failure to force his way in must 
come down to pace, attitude or 
fitness (or the lack of any combi¬ 
nation of the same). 

Wilder will be in no hurry to 
mould a team around the for¬ 
mer Bristol Rovers man howev¬ 
er, as long as Cobblers keep 
picking up points, another three 
coming their way as they saw 
out this match one-nil. 

Most pressing for the Cobblers’ 
gaffer will be the “ridiculous” 
injury situation with nine play¬ 
ers on the treatment table. 

Questions may be asked again 
about the lack of a permanent 
training base for the club. 

Yet the pain of injury issues will be eased by 
the Cobblers’ fifth placed league position. 

Oxford United fans may now rue their casual 
reaction to Wilder’s Sixfields defection, his old 
club now second from bottom. 

Next up for Cobblers is a visit to Wycombe 
Wanderers where Northampton will hope to 
unseat the Chairboys and go one better than 
their Saints rugby counterparts who were 
stung by Wasps recently at Adams Park.
